SeGHOOL REPORT. - 


In comphance with the law which provides that the School 
Board shall make to the town an annual report, we Phe aa oe 
submit the following : — m 

One member of our board who had filled acceptably the posi- 
tion of secretary was called from us by death, after many months 
of suffering. “ryt 

It has been the aim of the School Board for the past sev-’ 
eral years, as it doubtless will be in the future, to favor and en- 
courage stability by employing the same teachers during the en- 
tire school year. Nevertheless changes are often inevitable,.and 
sometimes desirable. | 


By comparing the present state of our schools with the past, 
we can plainly discern advancement and many very encouraging 
indications for the future. Yet our standard is quite too. low. 
How shall we raise our schools to a point of excellence that shall 
be pleasurable to us as individuals, and an honor to the town,-ex;-. 
cept by the co-operation of teachers, parents and scholars ? 

We must not be impatient with the criticism that the results.of 
teaching are not sufficiently practical. ‘The object of elementary. 
instruction is to enable a child to use all its faculties to the best 
advantage. ‘‘ We learn to do by doing;” therefore the sooner 
the pupil is set to do something as a test of what he has learned, 
the better. The younger classes in grammar are doing excellent 
work, and we hope to see their attainments exemplified ina 
practical manner by the writing of short stories, compositions, etc. 
In this, as in other branches, oral teaching is of inestimable ad- 
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vantage, and all teachers should cultivate a talent and genius for 
it. ‘The youth is always inspired by a teacher who goes beyond 
the text book, and gives new life and light to what is too often 
the lifeless page. 

We are glad to report that the older pupils in some of our 
schools are being taught the practical work of writing orders, re- 
ceipts for money, and promissory notes with endorsements. This 
is a commendable act on the part of the teacher. 

To those teachers who are always learners, who find an absorb- 
ing interest in their work, who consider that time well spent 
which is devoted to giving fresh attraction to the simplest lessons, 
who, studying to know the deepest wants of every child, learn 
how to arouse a worthy ambition, whose control of their pupils is 
such as to teach them the obedience to the great law of right,— 
to these we extend our congratulations. 


REPAIRS. 


FELLOW CITIZENS :—You have acted wisely and liberally in the 
past in granting appropriations for the support of our schools, 
and for the repair of our school buildings.
